RECORDS KEPT 
IN MANY U. S. 
HERD PROGRAMS 


AUBURN— About 10 per cent 
of U. S. dairy cows are enroll- 
€d in one of the three official 
record - keeping plans of the 
National Cooperative Dairy 
Herd Improvement Program, 

This figure was taken from 
a recent report by the U. Ss. 
Department of Agriculture, 
fiving total enrollment 
through 1957 by states under 
the «standard Dairy Herd Im- 
provement Association plan, 
the Owner - Sampler plan, and 
the new Weigh -~a- Day -a 
Month plan. DHIA and WAD- 
AM plans are available to Ala- 
bama dairymen through their 
county agricultural agents. 

Among Alabama herds, API 
Extension Assistant Dairyman 
R. Sam Jones, Jr., said the per- 
cent of cows on record is low- 
er than the national average, 
Of a total 344 thousand cows 
in the state, only five and a 
half per cent are enrolled un- 
der one of the three DHIA 
plans. Included in the standard 
DHIA plan are 252 herds con. 
Sistine of 15,627 cows, The 
new WADAM plan attracted 
sign-ups among owners of 3,- 
312 cows in 120 herds tn the 
State during its first year of 
operation. 

Nationally, enrollment under 
WADAM, a less expensive and 
simplified record - keeping 
System designed especially for 
small herds, reached nearly 
80,000 cows last year. Enroll- 
ments were also up under the 
two older plans, according to 
the USDA report. 

The DHIA is a national co- 
operation effort to improve the 
efficiency of dairy operations, 
regardless of size of herd or 
level of production. Informat- 
ion obtained through any one 
of the three record-keeping: 
plans is helpful to dairymen in 
making management decision 
that lead to more profitable 
operation, Jones observed.

However, immediate results 
do not always show how thor- 
oughly and inexpensively the 
newspaper carriers and adver- 
tiser’s message to a commun- 
ity. Readership research con- 
ducted by universities and pri- 
vate agencies may give a bet- 
ter picture of the total value 
of newspaper advertising.

These carefully controlled 
studies show that more than 
Sixty per cent of all readers us- 
ually see a one-quarter page 
retail advertisement in a 
weekly or small daily newspa- 
ber.

Never over-treat plants to be 
used as livestock feed, warned 
the USDA researchers 
highly poisonous insecticides 
can be used safely because di- 
rections call for quantities too 
Small to cause animal poison- 
ing. Less toxic compounds may 
be more dangerous where lar- 
fer than recommended quanti- 
ties are used, Again, it is im. 
portant to follow the manu-

In the. Mississippi Gulf Coast 
city of Bay St. Louls the men 
are zealously growing beards, 
the women are digging in the 
attic for antebellum gowns and 
250 of its citizens of all ages 
are studying their histrionic 
roles for the picturesque his- 
toric pageant that will feature 
the six-day Bay St. Louis Cen- 
tennial Celebration just an- 
nounced as scheduled for the 
week of Aug. 4 thru 9, 1958. 

This popular year round salt 
water resort town is already 
well known as “The Western 
Gateway of the Gulf Coast.’ 
The thousands of travelers 
daily coming east over U. S, 90 
often referred to as the Old 
Spanish Trail and the Short 
Cut Across the Deep South, ne- 
ver forget Bay St. Louis, for at 
this town after days of land 
bound scenery, they suddenly 
emerge on the blue and broad 
beauty of the Gulf of Mbxico, 

Bay St. Louis welcomes them 
to the famous Mississippi Gulf 
Coast 28 mile consecutive stre- 
tch of shore drive running pa- 
rallel to the yongest man made 
sand beach in the world, the 
only place where this coast to 
coast highway runs alongside 
saltwater in its nearly 3,000 
mile trek across 8 states.

POLIO CASES IN 
U.S. ARE DOWN 
BY 59 PER CENT 


Montgomery — Two hundred 
eighty cases of polio were re- 
ported in the United States 
during the first 17 weeks of 
1958. This is about 41 percent 
of the number recorded during 
the same period last year when 
the total was 672. 

These figures, compiled by 
the U. S. Public Health Service, 
were released by the State 
Health Department. The De. 
partment pointed out that dur- 
ing this same period, which 
ended April 26, Alabama had 
reported five cases, also abut 
41 per cent of the 1956 figure 
of 12, 

All of Alabama's 1958 cases 
have been paralytic and none 
of the victims had received 
Salk vaccine. For the nation as 
a whole, 150 cases were report- 
ed as paralytic. Information a- 
bout the immunization status 
of victims outside Alabama was 
not furnished.

NOW IS TIME 
TO PREPARE 
FALL GARDENS 


AUBURN—According to many 
successful vegetable growers, 
preparation for the fall gar. 
den should begin this month. 
Garden experts point out 
that there is not likely to be 
Space in crowded gardens for 
fall vegetables unless a defin- 
ite planting plan is followed, 


with release of space when 
spring vegetables have been 
harvested, 

It is not enough, however, 


just to have space for planting 
crops in July, August, and 
September, warns API Exten- 
sion Horticulturist John Bag- 
by. The soil must be  condit- 
ioned by early preparation if 
late growth is to be satisfact- 
ory. 

The garden specialist point- 
ed out that the most common 
risk in late summer planting is 
shortage of water in the soil. 
He explained that summer 
heat dries the ground quick- 
ly and early crops and weeds 
further reduce water supplies. 
Most seasons in late years have 
shown long periods without 
rain, 

June preparation of soil for 
late crops cannot produce fa- 
vorable weather, of course, but 
it can help gardens make best 
use of rains that fall before 
mid-July. 

Soil preparation in June is 
designed to provide a reservoir 
of soil water, because all rain 
is caught and most of it is held 
in, well prepared soil. 

Weed destruction is provided 
by weekly cultivation of fall 
earden land between now and 
late summer planting. Bagby 
pointed out that there can also 
be some measure of insect re- 
cuction if soil is kept free of all 
between June and late 
July or early August.
